Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


i have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1971 on the 
health of your District. 


One case of Measles was notified compared with 59 in 1970. It is 
instructive to look at the figures for each of the ten years from 1961 
to 1970, which run as follows:- 


340 = 2 = 71 - 64 = 292 - 41 ~ 128 ~ 43 - 35 ~ 59, 


It would be a bold man who would see in this the immediate 
disappearance of the disease, but it may be remarked that at the time 
of writing only one further case has been notified and it would appear 
that the immunisation introduced generally in 1968 is beginning to 
have its effect. 


There were 24 notifications of Infective Hepatitis compared with 
49 in 1970 and at the time of writing only two further cases have 
been notified. 


leven cases of Whooping Cough were notified and two of Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. There was also one case of Dysentery which was contracted 
abroad. 


The Birth Rate was 17.6 compared with 15.2 last year and with 16.0 
for England and Wales. The population has, according to the Registrar 
General's estimate, increased by 230 during the year. 


The Death Rate was 9.6 per thousand compared with 10.0 in 1970, the 
figure for England and Wales being 11.6. The largest single cause of 
death was Heart Disease (34) followed by Cancer in Various forms (31) 
and Vascular Lesions of the Nervous System (19). 


The Report of the Surveyor and Senior Public Health Inspector is 
printed along with mine, and I should like to thank him and all the 
members of the Public Health Staff for their helpful co-operation 
during the year.

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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


It is becoming increasingly apparent that several of the 
older sections of main sewers in the District are deteriorating, 
in some cases to the point of collapse. The Council have agreed 
to a complete survey and report on the condition of the older 
sewers. 


The following is a summary of the operation of the Council's 
various Disposal ‘Jorks during the year. 


Castle Donington 


Consistently satisfactory samples produced. Tenders have 
been invited for extensions to the Works, sufficient to treat 
ultimately, 360,000 gallons per day and for the erection of a 
sludge pressing and drying plant to deal with sludge from all 
of the Council's Sewage Disposal works. 


Kegworth 


Consistently satisfactory samples produced. ‘orks operating 
at full capacity. 


Wilson 


Modifications have been carried out at the Works and a 
sampling programme is proceeding to record the results. 


Belton 

The Council have decided, following a report from Consultant 
lingineers, to discontinue the use of this Works and to pump 
untreated sewage to the Disposal works at Long Whatton, where 
more efficient treatment can be carried out and where spare 
capacity is available. It is expected that the work will be 
completed in the Autumn of 1972.

REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


A regular service has been maintained, with the exception 
of a few occasions, when through vehicle breakdown or vehicle 
crew absence for various reasons, delays have occurred. The 
nature of refuse continues to change, becoming lighter and 
bulkier, with an increasingly wide variety of disposal containers. 


Under these circumstances, the Councils decision to use 
incineration as a means of disposal has proved to be justified 
and is in line with future policies for the disposal of refuse in 
the County. 


During the year eighteen scrap motor vehicles were disposed 
of to a metal merchant. Fourteen of these were delivered to the 
Tip by the owners and four were found abandoned on the highway. 


The clearing of grass verges and other areas under the Civic 
Amenities Act continued throughout the year. 


PREVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1949 


Treatment of infestations as they occurred were carried out 
by the Councils operative. In addition sewers were treated in 
all Parishes. The Council have decided to provide a free service 
to all premises in the future.
